Claims 1 - 16 are allowable over the prior art of record because the art of record 
does not disclose or suggest obvious that said high voltage breakdown driver 
comprises inverters and said relatively lower breakdown voltage driver comprises an 
inverter, wherein an output of one of the inverters of said high voltage breakdown driver 
is connected to an input of the inverter of said relatively lower breakdown voltage driver, 
in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations.
